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Claim Rejections - 35 USC ^ 1 12 

Claims 1 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragrapli, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants claim 1 1 is confusing with regard to the X moiety and F2 moieties that 
it may signify. As written, F2 is not necessarily part of the copolycarbonate, however, it 
is noted that the claim 1 states on page 2: 

"wherein content of the repetitive unit represented by Formula II described above 
is 1 to 30 mass%, and a viscosity number is 30-71 ." 

Lends itself to be interpreted as 1) the Formula (II) on page 1 of the claim 1 1 ; 
Or 2) the F2 is contained in F1 (I) of claim 1 1 . 

Although, the interpretation appears to be a matter of semantics, the claim(s) 
should be clear as to which moiety applicants are clearly referring.
